Lords mercy vvee have begun, though vvee cannot yet be con- 
flant init, vvee have two men in fome meafure able to teach 
the youth vvich my guidance, and infpe&ion. And thus vvee - 
‘order the Schoole : The Mafter daily prayech among his 
Schollers, and inftruCteth them in Catechifme, for which pur- 
pofe I have compiled a fhort Catechifme, and vvrote it in the 
Mafters booke, vvhich he can reade, and teach them ; and alfo- 
all the Copies he fetteth his Schollers vvhen he teacheth them 
‘to write, are the Queftions and An{wers of the Catechifme, 
‘that fo the Children may be the more prompt and ready there- 
fn: wee afpire to no higher learning yer , but to fpell, reade, 
and yvrite, that fo they may be able to vvrite for themfelves 
fuch Scriptures as I have already , or hereafter may ( by the 
blefling of God )*trdnflate for them; for I have no hope to 
fee the Bible tranflated, much leffe printed in my dayes. 
Therefore my chiefe care is to Communicate as much of the 
Scriptures as J can by wvriting : and further , my {cope fo to 
traine up both men and youths, that when they bein fome 
meafure inftructed themfelves, they may be fenc forth to other 
parts of rhe Countrey, to traineup and inftru& others, even | 
as they themfelves have been trained up and inftructed. This 

‘confideration doth make mee very carefull to put on the 
Schoole, and attend it wich what diligence I can, alchough I 

‘cannot as yet doe in it, what I defire. There be feverall provi- 

“dences of God appearing to worke, which make mee thinke 
that the moft effe&uall and general] way of {preading the Go- 

*fpel will be by themfelves , when fo inftruéted as I have above- 
mentioned ; as for my preaching, though fuch whofe hearts 
God hath bowed to attend, can picke up fome knowledge by 
my broken expreflions, yet | feethat iris not fo taking, and 

“ effetuall to ftrangers,as their owne expreffions be, who nata-

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fen their Officers, as. I was propounding and teaching them the. | 
above-written Covenant, for that | did often before wee did 
folemnely accomplifh ic,that fo they might doe it as an A& of 


knowledge and taith. Now let mee relate the order of our 
proceeding: Having againe and againe read this Covenant to 
them, and inftru&ted them in the meaning of it,it pleafed God 
to wrack Mz Webbers Ship at Conabalfet, though the Lord deale 
favourably; moft goods. were faved, though much fpoyled : 
this was on the firftday of che 7th Moneth, wherefore at a 
Te&ture at Natik on the roth of the fame Moneth, I intormed 
them ofthe plentifull {upply which the Lord had made your 
felves his intruments to fend unto them for the furtherance 
of this our worke, and alfo how the. Lord had frowned upon 
it, and undoubtedly ic wasa fruit of inne, and therefore the 
Lord called them to repentance, and make peace with God: 
befides wee were beginning a great worke of civill Cohabica- 
“tion and Government, and they wanted wifdome to carry on 
~ fucha worke, and the Lord had promifed, if any want wi {dome 
aske it of God,who gives liberally,cicing that of James which | had 
formerly preached on. Moreover, wee were in preparation 
- for'a Charch-ftate, and that was agreat matter co feeke the 
Lord in 5 and laftly, they having chofer Rulers, and intend. 
~ ing to enter into a Covenant, to promile unto God. to, be bis 
people, and to be ruled in,all chings by his. Word. Gods ap- 
pointmient is that fuch a Covenant {hould be entredinto,ina 
folemne day of fafting and prayer, and all thefe caufes con- 
curred; to putus on. unto that worke.

By this time the day was well up, then I raughe 
out of the 9th of Exra 3. & 9.where I decribed a day of fafting, 
and the right carriage of it;yet by the parable ofa Nut,I thew- 
ed that outward ats areas the fhell, which is neceflary, buta 
broken and believing heart is the kerneli,and fo ended the fore~ 
part of the day. After a little refpite ( in which time a Queftion 
came tomee , if it were lawfull to take a pipe of Tobacco?) we 
met againe, the firft took his Text, Joh. 3.16. 22. and his Pre- 
face was, Ireade or rebear fe this, and let every one reade it in his 
owne beart, The fecond took his Text, Matth. 13.24. to 31. 
from the parableof him that. fowed good feed, and the enemie came 
and while they flept fowed tares, &c. The third took his Text, 
Luke 34. 45.556. ver. Prepare yee the way.of the Lord , make his 
paths ftraight, &c. By this time night drew on, then. I took for 
my Text, Deut. 29. andthe 1. to 16. where I/rael entred into 
Covenant with the Lord : and finally our Covenant in the 
forerecited words I expreffed, and they joyntly confented un- 
to; firftthe Bulers, then all the people, then was the Colle&i- 
ons for the poore, and by dark night wee finifhed our worke. 
Thus have I briefly defcribed that blefied day wherein thefe 
poore foules folemnely became the people of theLord: this 
was.on the 24th day of the 7th Moneth, 1651.

- &e.) At the feafon they came unto our Lecture, and obferved 
the carriage and behaviour of things and men : among other 
things one.of our Indians did (as we are wont) exercife, which 
they tooke fo much notice of , and were fo farre affe&ed with, 
as that it pleafed che Governour to advice me to write the fub- 
ftance of that which he fpake, which is as followeth ; his Texe 
was Matth. 13:.445455 46. Againe, the Kingdome of heaven is like 
unto trea(ure hid in a feild, the which when a man hath found, be hi- 
deth and for joy thereof goeth and ae all ihat be bath , and buyeth 
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ibe feild : 45. Againe, the Kingdome of heaven is like unto a Mar 


pearle of great price, be went and fould all that be bad and bought it. 
The fubftance of thefe words he did twice rehearfe,then for in- 
firuction he firft propounded what is this treafure which ishid 
in a feild ? he anfwered it is Repentance for finne, faith in 
Chrift, and pardon of finne and all grace , as alfo praying to. 
God, the worthip of God, and his appointments, which are 
the meanes of Grace, on which he dilated , fhewing what ex- 
cellent pearles thefe are, exhorting all to account fo of them, 


and on this point he did much infift : fecondly, he asked what - 


is the Feild where thefe pearlesare to be found? he anfwered. 
theChurch of Chrift,which they did defire to conftitutein this 
place, and to that end come thicher to dwell : Thirdly, he 
asked what is it to fell all that aman hath to buy this Feild > 
He an{wered, to part with all their finnes, and to pare with all 
their old Cuftomes, and to part with their friends and lands, 
er any thing whieh hindereth them from coming to that place, 
where they may gather a Church, and enjoy all thefe pearles; 
and here he infifted much to ftirre them up,that nothing fhould 
hinder them from Gathering together into this place where 
they might enjoy fuch a mercy. | Pat 
Then he proceeded to the fecond. parable, and his firft Que- 
flion was, Whois the Marchant man, that feeketh goodly 
pearles ? he anfwered, it is all you Indians which pray to God, 
and repent of finne , and come to heare the word of God, you 
come to feeke for excellent pearles; and here alfo he infifted : 
his fecond Queftion was, What is this pearle of great price? 
now in an{wer to this Queftion he did not pitch it on Chrift 
alone, and thew the worth and price of Chrift : but he did 
pitch it on faith in fefus Chrift, and repentance for fine, and 
ftood upon the excellency and neceflitie thereof. And this was 
the greateft defe& I obferved in hie Exercife, which feeing I un- 
dertake to relate that which none but my felfe underftood, ] 
dare not but truely relate, becaufe the Lord heard all, and I 
muft give an account of this relation before him :His next que- 
ftion was, What is meant by all the Riches he had ? he anfwe- 
red, his finnes, his evill Cuftomes, his evill manners, in which

he formerly tooke much pleafure ; And here he dilated alfo: 
Laftly he asked how did he fell them all, and buy the pearle?

and this according to the beft of my memory and obfervation, 
is the fubftance of what he delivered. Whereby you may ob-

&rine, reafon , and ufe,neither have I liberty of {peech, for that 
way of teaching being very ynskilfull in their Language, nor 
have they fufficient abilitie of underftanding to profit by it, 
fo well as by this way, whereof you have herein a little 
Tafte. ,

to their new Towne built by the Converted Indians, where 
they purpofe by Gods permei{fion to cobabite together , that fo 
they may enjoy all thofe Ordinances the Lord Fefws bath 
leftunto his Church, Now what Mt Wilfon there faw, 
heard, and obferved, that be hath written over to us, and we 
have publifhed for thy information and confolation.

There was here fome few weekes fince, 
the prime Indian at Marthas Vineyard with Mt Mahewe ( Humane-: 
quinn )a grave and folemne Man, with whom I had ferious dif- 
courte, Mt Mahewe being. prefent as Interpreter between us, 
who is agreat proficient both in knowledge and utterance, 
and love, and practice of the things of Chrift, and of Religion, 
much honoured and reverenced, and attended by the reft of the 
Indians there, who are folemnely Covenanted together,] know 
not how many, but between thirtie or fortie at the leaft, and. 
receive none into their Fraternitie, or Combination,but thofe 
Which give good proofe of their. upright defires, to their Cons 
fcience, in their profeffions and Converfations, who when Mr 
Mabewe cannot be with them (as at many fet times he is ) doth 
in che weeke time inftru&t himfelfe from Mr Mabews mouth, 
and prepare for their inftru@ion on the Lords day, which they 
conicionably obferve, and have theic conftant folemne meet- 
ings together: This man where he was,had communion on the 
Lords day wich Mr Eliots Indians neere Dorchefter Mill, unto 

‘whom he preached or declared what he had learned himfelfe 
from the Scripture, fome two houres together , with folemne 
prayer before and after, and then ended with'a Pfalme , fuch as 
at home is wont to be fung among his ufuall hearers. The 
Lords day after he was in our Affembly , the Boate then being’ 
ready to:carry him home by the next opportunitie, and truely’ 
my reverence to him was fuch,as there being no roome I pray= 
ed our brethren to receive that. good Indian into one of their 
pewes, which they did forenoone and afternoone,and at meale, 
I perceived by him that he had underftanding of what he heard. 
M+ Leverich being lately here and at my houfe, (who alfo prea. 
clied at our new Church ) I conferred with him about the be- 
ginnings and progreffe of the Lords worke, among’ his neigh- 
bouring Indians at Sandwich, and did heare from him, what did 
my heart good. And therefore when: he tooke his leave of me 
I requefted him that he would doe me the favour at his returne 
home, to fend me a briefe ftory of that good hand of God

right. But to returneto the Fort, and to the bufines of the . 


day, thatis Round and Capacious, and they have prepared 


‘there a large Canopie of Matts upon pcles for Mr Eliot and 


the chiefe of his Company to fit under, and other forts for 
them (elves and other hearers. The Saneps or men by themfelves 
and the Squaes or women by themfelves,befides the Englifb chen 
prefent, ( which were about thirtie ) there were I thinke not 
fewer then ahundred men women and young ones;among the 


Indians there be fome greater proficients in knowledge, and of 


better utterance by farre then their fellowes,Grave and ferious, 
men, whom Mr Eliot hath trained up ( or the Lord rather by 


his inftrutions and dire@tions ) to inftru& and exhort the reft - 


of the Indians in their Lords day and other meetings, when he 
cannot come to them himfelfe. There be fome five of thefe, 
one of them was prepared before we came, and appointed to 
begin this Exercife : the further relation of the manner of this 
Indians behaviour in preaching, together with the fubftance of 
that Sermon being before fer downe by Mr Eliot may be never 
omitted : other particulars in order to the exa&t defcription of 
the Indian Fort and buildings in Mr Eliots Letter is defe&tive 
are here fupplyed. This man being of middle age, and clad all 
in Englifb apparell ( as moft if not all others of them are ) fit- 
ting in the midft, ona ftoole, under the fhel ter, did begin with 
prayer very folemnely,ftanding up for fome halfe quarter of an 
houre , then fitting down fpake unto them of the two Para- 
bles, concerning the Feild wherein thetreafurehid, andthe 


wife Marchant felling all for the pearle; wee underftood him — 


not ( fave Mr Eliot ) excepting now and then awordor two, 
he difcourfed to them fome three quarters of an houre at the 
Ieait, with great devotion, gravitie, decency, readines and afe 
feCtion, and geftures very becomming, and fundry mentions 
he mace of Jefus Chrift,j {pecially in the beginning, ang ee 

‘wards 
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wards the ending, as if he were the {cope ofall, and thereft of 
the Indians ; diverfeold men and women, and the younger did 
joyne and attend with much Reverence, as if much affected 
therewith; then he ended with prayer as he beganne. Then. 
Mr: Eliot prayed and preached in the Indian Language for fome 
houre more, about coming to Chrift , and bearing his yoake. 
This Text was tranflated by him from the Scripture into Eng- 
lif, {peaking wich much authoritie, and after his latter prayer 
the Indian Schoole-Mafter read ont of his Booke one of the 
P falmes in meeter, line by line, tranflated by Mr Eliot into Indi- 
an, all the men and women, &c. finging the fame together in. 
one of our ordinary Englifb tunes melodioufly. I fhould. have 
faid that after Mr Eliots Sermon there were two or three grave 
Indians that propounded to Mr Eliot, each of them a Queftion, 
very pertinent to the matter he handled about the yoake of 
Chrift, and coming to Chrift, which he anfwered, inverpre- 
ting unto us both their Queftions, and the fumme of his owne 
Anfwers. After this the Lord did ftirre up my heart to make. 
an Exhortation to the Indians, which Mr Eliot expounded to. 
them, and alfo the Governours Speech, which God. did ftirre: 
him up too unto the fame purpofe, declaring our joy to fee 
fuch beginnings, and warning them of the great danger if they 
fhould decline from what they had already come unto, either 
in their knowledge, affection, or Chriftian pra&ice , incoura- 
ging them againft what might dampe or deterre. 

Then all of us taking us to our horfes left Mr Eliot and them: 
together, the Governour and his Company to lye at Dedham, 
and the reft of us when wee had rid two or three miles wich: 
them did returne into our owne way towards our former Jod- 
ging, having been every one of us much refrefhed. in, our {pi- 
rits in what we faw,& were informed of, viz. of God amongtt_ 
them. Not long before this, travelling with Mr Eliots brother: 
I conferred in the way ferioufly with him about thefe Indians, 
for he ufeth to accompany his brother , and isaright godly 
and diligent man , defiring to know what folidity he found: 
by experiencein them. Who did acquaint mee that there was: 
difference between them as between the Englifv, fome being leffe: 


ferious then others, and leffe fpiricuall; but that there was a. 
| cone. 
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confiderable Company of folide ones that were conftant and 
forward in good duties, as well onthe weeke dayes ason the 
Lords, And that he had purpofely fometimes in the darke 
walked the Round, as it were alone, and found them in their 
feverall Families.as devout in prayer, &c. as if there had been 
any prefent to obferve : and that carried it very modeftly, 
utterly refufing to receive any reliefe from Mr Eliots Table, 
choofing rather to live on the provifions at home, which came 
in by their owne labour ; and when once Mr Eliots owne pro- 
vifions failed-( hee being detained among them fundry dayes 
beyond his intent ) they foonetooke notice, and oftheir owne 
accord did bring unto him varietie of the bet which they had 
themfelves, and he profeffed unto mee that upon all his beft 
obfervation,there wasa very hopeful! beginning amongftthem 
of the Grace & Kingdome of our Lord Jefus. The Lord vouch- 
fafe to be the Omega among them as well as the Alpha of this 
blefled change. | Bak Ce Ba.

but alwayes good , endeavouring the good and prefervation 
of the Indians ; whereunto alfo he was accompted by them to be 
ftrongly provided. And as himfelfe {aid he had been pofleffed 
from the Crowne of the head to the foal of the foore wich 
--Pawwawnomas, not onely in the fhape of living Creatures, as 
Fowles,Fithes,and creeping things,bat Braffe, Iron, and Stone.

unto them inthis place, the Pawwaws have. been much foyled: 
in their devillifh taskes, and that inftead of curing have rather 
killed many ; but in a word the fruit of this and all other: 
meanes was a publique manifeftation of hatred to-his former 
wayes, wondering he was yet alive who was fo finfull, arid: 
that he defired to be better, and to believe in Chrift, for whofe 

fake onely , he did believe his fines: could’ be pardoned, and: 
that he did defire to heare the word of God, This man hereby 
hath made thofe ofhis own houfe to be his Enemies ; his wife, , 
his children, and moft of his friends and kindred, who remaine 

_obftinate ftill, whereby he meets wich many troubles:&.temp= 

tations; one of his brethren being very ficke did earncftly dee. 

Gre that he would Pawwaw for him, which he refufed, his bro- 
«her told him that he might keep it private,but he ftill refufed, 
telling him that notwichftanding that, ifhe fhould anfwer his 
defire, he fhould breake his Covenant, and finne againft God; . 
and therefore would not. 3 : 

There came prefling in at the fame time about fiftie Indians, 
défiring to joyne with the worfhippers of God in his fervice. 
Ft would-be too long for mee to fer downe whatevery one faid » 
before they entred into Covenant, onely this may not omit, 
that all of them.came confefling their finnes, fome in ye 
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the naughtineffe of their hearts, others in particular, aGuall 
finnes they had lived in: and alfo they all delired to be made 
-better, and to attend unto the Word of God, to that end 
looking onely to Chrift fefus for falvacion. I obferved alfo 
that they generally came in by Families, bringing alfo their 
Children with them, faying, I have brought my Children too, 
| would have my Children ferve God with us,] defire chat this 
fon and this daughter may worfhip Febovab, and if they could 
but fpeake, their parents would have them fay fomething, to 
fhew their willingneffe to ferve God: And when the Comman- 
dements were repeated, they all acknowledged them to be 
good, and made choice of Fehovah to be their God , promifing. 
by his helpe to walke according to his Counfeljs: And when 
they were received by them that were before in this generall 
Covenant, it was by lowde voyces giving thankes to God that 
they were met together in the wayes of Febouah: this is all be- 
fore the end of the yeare 16:5 0. 

And now through the mercy of Ged there are an hundred 
ninetie-nine men, women, and children, that have profeffed 
themfelves to be worfhippers of che great and everliving God. 
There are now two meetings kept every Lords day, the one 
three miles, the other about Eight miles off my houfe: Hid- 
comes teacheth twicea day atthe neareft, and Adumanequcm ace 
cordingly at the fartheft, the laftday of the weeke they come 
unto me to be informed touching the fubje& chey are to han- 
dle: And the Lord doth much affift them, blefied be the name 
ofthe Lord. I have alfo undertaken to keepe by the helpe of 
God two LeGtures amongt them, which will be at each once 
a fortnight : And | hope it will be by che blefling of God very 
profitable unto chem. This wincer L intend, if the Lord will, 
to fet up a Schoole to teach the Indians to reade, viz. the Chil- 
dren, and alio any young men that are willing to learne, 

“whereof they are very g'ad. Tam alfo endeavouring their Co- 
habitationswich all conveniint {peed, that fo they may be 
more helpfull one to another ; and alfo the better advantaged 
to carry on that worke they have fet upon to Gods glorie,and 
their owne comfort. And what Ihave writcen concerning the 


Papwawes, and the fiftie Zadians, that were admitted to thofe 
| that

that worfhipped God in one day : There were diverfe Engligy 
both eye and eare witneffes thereof, as well as my felfe, and. 
wee could not but acknowledge much of the Lords power and 
goodnefle to be vifible amongft them, who without being dri- 
ven by power, or allured by gifts, were fo ftrongly carried a- 
gainft thofe wayes they fo much loved » to love the way that 
nature hates. Let us therefore magnifie the Lord, who alone 
doth this, and feeke unto him to doe moreand more ftill, that 
fo one generation may praife his works to another,and that fo 
both wee and them may abundantly utter the memory of his 
great goodneffe and power, In that new fong, Revelations 5. 9, 
untill that wee all meete together in Heaven , and fing glorious.

46. He continued in his Exercife full halfe an houre or moze 
as I judged ic, his gravitie and utterance was indeed very com- 
mendable, which being done Mr Eliot taught in the Indian 
tongue about three quarters of an houre as neere as I could. 
guefle ; the Indians, which were in number men & women neere: 
about one hundred, {cemed the moft of them fo to attend him 
( the men efpecially ) as ifthey would loofe nothing of what 
was taught chem, which reflected much upon fome of our 
Englifb hearers, After all there was a P fainve fang in the Indian 
tongue, and Indian meeter, but to an Englifb cane , read by one 
of themfelves, that the reft might follow, and he read it very 
diftin&ly without mifling a word as we could judge, and the 
reft fang chearefully, and prettie tuneablie. I rid on purpofe 
thither being diftant from my dwelling about thirty-eight or 
fortie mileg, and truely I account icone of the beft Journeys 
I made thefe many yeares. Some few dayes after I defired Mc 
Eliot briefely to write mee the fubftance of the Indians Exercife, 
which when he went thither againe, namely, to Naticke, where 
the Indians dwell , and where the Fndian taught 5 he read what 
he remembred of it firft to their Schoole-Matter, whovis an In- 
dian and teacheth them and their Children to write, and] faw 
him write alfo in Englih, who doth it true and very legible, 
and asked him if it were right, and he faid yea, alfo he read it 
unto others, and to the man himfelfe, who alfo owned it. 
To tell you of their induftry and ingenuitie in building of an 
houfe after the Englifh manner, the hewing and {quaring 
of their tymber , the fawing of the boards themfelves , and 
making ofa Chimney in ic, making of their ground(ells and 
wail. plates,and mortifing, and letting in the ftudds into them 
artificially, there being but one Englifh-man a Carpenter to 
fhew chem , being but two dayes with them, is remarkeable. 
They have alfo built a Fort there with halfe trees clefr about 
cight or cen Inches over, about ten or twelve foote high, belides 
what is intrenche in the ground, which is above a quarter of 
an acre of ground, a8 I judge. They have alfo built a fvote 
bridge over Charles River , with Groundéells and Spurres to 


uphold 


uphold ic againft the ftrength of che Flood and Ice in the Win 
ter; it ftood firme laft Winter, andI chinke ic will {tand many 
Winters. They have made Drummes of their owne with heads 


and brafes very neatly and artificially , all which fhewes they 7: 
are induftrious and ingenuous. And they intend to builda a 
Water-Mill the next Sommer, as I was tould when I was with x 
them. Someof them have learnt to mow Graffe very well, wie 
i fhall no further trouble you with any more relation at this x 
time concerning them. But a.word ortwo further with your Fs 
| patience concerning other Indians. The worke of God amongft y
